Louisiana 2009 Crop Acreage and Production

Early season drought conditions followed by excessive
rains during harvest did not have much of an impact
on yields. Rice set a new record yield, while soybean
and sugarcane yields reached the second highest levels
ever. On the down side, Louisiana’s 2009 cotton
planted acreage was the lowest on record for the state.

Cotton production is estimated at 340,000 bales, up 21
percent from 2008. The 2009 planted acreage was
estimated at 230,000 acres, down 23 percent from the
previous year. An estimated 225,000 acres were
harvested, down four percent from 2008. Yield per
acre was 725 pounds, up 149 pounds from 2008.

Sugarcane production for sugar and seed in the state
is estimated at 13.2 million net tons, up 15 percent
from 2008. Production for sugar is estimated at 12.1
million net tons, and production for seed is estimated
at 1.1 million net tons. An estimated 425,000 total
acres were harvested, up five percent from 2008. An
estimated 390,000 acres were harvested for sugar and
the remaining 35,000 acres for seed. Net yield for
both sugar and seed is estimated at 31.0 net tons per
acre, up 2.7 net tons from the 2008 yield.

Louisiana’s soybean production is estimated at 36.7
million bushels, up 17 percent from 2008. Total
planted acreage was 1,020,000 acres, down three
percent from 2008. Louisiana farmers harvested an
estimated 940,000 acres, down one percent from the
previous year. Yield was set at 39 bushels per acre, up
six bushels from the previous year.

Louisiana’s all rice production is estimated at 29.2
million cwt, up eight percent from 2008. Production
of long grain varieties is estimated at 25.9 million cwt,
and production of medium grain varieties is estimated
at 3.3 million cwt. The planted and harvested acreages
for 2009 were 470,000 and 464,000 acres,
respectively, both the same as 2008. The statewide
yield averaged 6,300 pounds per acre, up 470 pounds
from 2008. This is the highest recorded yield in the
state’s history.

Production of corn for grain in the state is estimated
at 80.5 million bushels, up ten percent from 2008. The
2009 planted acreage was estimated at 630,000 acres,
up 21 percent from the previous year. An estimated
610,000 acres were harvested, up 20 percent from
2008. Yield per acre was set at 132 bushels, down 12
bushels from the previous year.

Production of sorghum for grain in Louisiana is
estimated at 5.3 million bushels, compared to 9.6
million in 2008. Total planted acreage was estimated
at 70,000 acres, of which 65,000 acres were harvested
for grain. This is the lowest planted and harvested
acres since 1980 when the state planted 32,000 acres
and harvested 14,000 acres. Yield per acre, at 82
bushels, was down five bushels from 2008.

Louisiana’s sweet potato production is estimated at
1.6 million cwt, up 47 percent from 2008. An
estimated 14,000 acres were planted in 2009, down
seven percent from 2008. Harvested acreage was
estimated at 12,000 acres, up nine percent from the
previous year. The statewide yield averaged 135 cwt
per acre, up 35 cwt from 2008.

All hay production in Louisiana 2009 is estimated at
1.1 million tons, down one percent from 2008. An
estimated 380,000 acres were harvested in 2009, down
12 percent from the previous year. Yield was 2.8 tons
per acre, up 0.3 ton from 2008.

Louisiana Grain Stocks

Corn stocks stored off-farm on
December 1, 2009, at 28.8
million bushels, were up five
percent from December 1, 2008.
On-farm stocks for Louisiana are
not published separately but are
included in the U.S. total.

Soybeans stocks stored off-farm
on December 1, 2009, totaled
12.6 million bushels, down 17
percent from December 1, 2008.
On-farm stocks for Louisiana are
not published separately but are
included in the U.S. total.

All wheat stocks stored off-farm
on December 1, 2009, totaled 7.5
million bushels, up 29 percent
from a year ago. On-farm stocks
for Louisiana are not published
separately but are included in the
U.S. total.

Louisiana Rice Stocks

Rough rice stocks in all
positions on December 1, 2009,
totaled 16.9 million cwt, up 28
percent from the total on
December 1, 2008.  On-farm
stocks of rice were estimated at
9.0 million cwt, compared to 7.1
million the previous year. Off-
farm stocks totaled 7.9 million
cwt, up 30 percent from last year.
